WASHINGTON.— (/V) — The Depart 


ment of Agriculture increased Thurs- 
day its forecast of this year's cotton 
crop 488,000 bales above the Septem- 
ber 1 estimate. 


The Crop Reporting Board forecast 


a production of 11,609,000 bales, based 
on reported conditions the first of this 
month. 


During September, the federal crop 


experts said, cotton prospects declined 
in Texas, but this loss was more than 
offset by the improvement elsewhere. 


"In the states adjoining the Missis- 


sippi river the crop greatly improved," 
they said. 


The October 1 condition imd indi- 


cated production by states included: 


Arkansas 60 per cent normal, and 


1.010,000 bales. 


Glnnings to October 1 in Arkansas 


were 630,360 bales. 


Market Unaffected 


Cotton traders had apparently ex- 


pected the October 8 estimate ot show 
a considerable increase, and discount- 
ed it in recent weeks—for Thursday's 
'quotations left, the price virtually un- 
ciianged. Cotton prices hod .been fall- 
ing since 'shortly after the September 
8 report.

excessive evaporation of water from 
the,surface of the body. They should 
rernember, however, that this evapora- 
tion also causes the body to lose salt. 


In industries in which people work 


under conditions of extreme heat, ar- 
rangements now are generally made to 
provide drinking water with a small 
amount of added salt, to prevent dang- 
erous results. A solution of water 
containing about 1 per cent salt has 
been found quite successful in pre- 
venting heat exhaustion. 


In case of heat exhaustion, the first 


thing to do is to get the person into 
a cool place and keep him absolutely 
quiet and flat on his back. Sponging 
with cool water will help control his 
temperature. 


It may be necessary to give him 


coffee, to stimulate his blood. A doc- 
tor xvill administer all other necessary 
stimulants by injecting them into the 
body with a hypodermic syringe. 


Tropical authorities recommend that 


the victim be placed on a bed covered 
with a large rubber sheet. Then ice 
and cold water are rubbed over the 
body.. At the same time the rubbing 
with the ice will encourage blood cir- 
culation.

The temperature should be taken 


regularly with a thermometer inserted 
hto the lower bowel 101 degrees, the 
cold application is stopped, the patient 
s. covered with blankets', and the con- 
dition of his circulation is studied 
carefully ^p make certain that he does 
not collapie.

If the victim of heat exhaustion stops 


jreathing, it is necessary to apply arti- 
ficial respiration to keep the lungs 
ventilated. 


/i-fter a person improves from heat 


Stroke, he is given plenty of nutritious 
food and fluids to aid rapid recovery. 


People who travel in the summer, 


particularly those using trains or trail- 
ers, should remember that ventilation 
is of greatest importance. 


It is better under conditions of ex- 


treme heat to sit in an open coach with 
free circulation of air than in the 
smaller compartments 
and drawing 


rooms. 


In a trailer the windows should be 


arranged to permit constant circulation 
of air and thus prevent exhaustion due 
to heat.

er. He soon began to take rank, in the 
plasterers' union, for he had Ih6 gift 
of gab arid boundless energy. Ho did 
not spend his night in pleasant Madrid 
taverns, sipping sherry and smoking 
endless cigarettes. He burned the mid- 
night oil educating himself. Then he 
winked up on Marx and other Socialist 
nnd revolutionary writers. He soon 
became head of the plasterers' union In 
Madrid and also of the Socialist party 
in the Spanish capital. 


He agitated against Kitif* Alfonso 


XIII and was rewarded with a long 
sentence of imprisonment. 
He was 


1 pardoned, as were other political agi- 
tators. He went right back to his at- 


I lacks on the monarchy. Again in pris- 
on, he found himself a cell-mate of 
Lawyer Alcala Zamora, destined to be 
the first President of the Spanish re- 
public. Even while in prison, Za- 
mora. Caballcro and others signed a 
manifesto against Alfonso and Dicta- 
tor Primo dc Rivera. 


Authored Labor Reforms 


When Alfonso fled and the republic 


was founded in 1931, Caballcro entered 
the first cabinet as Minister of Labor. 
He drew up drastic reform laws, some 
of which were passed by the Cortes. 
It was then he began to be known as 
the future Spanish Lenin. The gov- 
ernment of which he was a part did 
not act quickly enough or radically 
enough to suit him. He saw the un- 
rest in themasses. He said caustical- 
ly: "You can't appease a volcano by 
dropping 
sedative 
pills down th;: 


crater." 


He had the shock of his life when the 


country swung to the Right in the 
Cortes election of 1934. Armed revolt of 
the Leftists broke out in various parts 
of Spain, particularly in the mining 
region of the Asturias. Just as the 
rebels of the Right are now employing 
as their best shock troops Moslem 
Moors and reckless adventurers gath- 
ered in the Spanish Foreign Legion, so 
in 1934 the government of the Right 
used those same Moors and Foreign 
Legionnaires to conquer the striking 
armed miners of the Asturias. Then, 
as now. accusations were made on 
both sides of shocking cruelties and 
atrocities. 


The icviilt was suppressed. Many 


Leftists were arrested, including Ca- 
ballcro, But he was acquitted of the 
charges of instigating an armed revolt. 
And he went right back to his agitat- 
ing. The last election was won by tho 
Popular Front—a combination of all 
the forces of the Left. Caballcro and 
his friends tolerated a government in 
which they did not take part. Now 
he IS the government, sitting in Ma- 
drid. )f he wins, he will be ruth- 
let:-.. If lie loses, he will probably pay 
lor it with his lit:—and expects to.
